The  Finance  Committee  made  recommendation  on  Article  2 
in  the  form  of  a  printed  Budget. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1939,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes 
therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes 
as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance 
with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time 
in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  Jan¬ 
uary  1,  1939,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within 
one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a 
period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chap¬ 
ter  44,  General  Laws. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  report  of  any  committees  or  officers 
of  the  town;  to  appoint  any  committee,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Mr.  George  Donner  presented  the  following  report  for  the 
Union  Street  School  Building  Committee: 

In  accord  with  the  recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Sixteen  appointed  in  1936  to  study  school  building  needs, 
the  Town  voted  on  March  8,  1937,  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$105,573.00  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  construction  of,  fur¬ 
nishing  and  equipping  an  elementary  school  building  on  the  Union) 
Street  lot  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the 
Frank  Irving  Cooper  Corporation,  and  for  acquiring  any  addi¬ 
tional  land.  The  Selectmen  were  authorized  to  accept  Federal 
assistance  and  to  acquire  by  the  right  of  eminent  domain  two 
parcels  of  land  on  the  westerly  side  of  Union  Street,  and  by 
authorization  of  the  same  meeting  a  building  committee  of  five 
members  was  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

On  November  12,  1937,  bids  for  construction  of  the  building 
were  publicly  opened  and  three  days  later  the  contract  was 
awarded  to  the  lowest  builder,  the  D’Amore  Construction  Com¬ 
pany  of  Boston,  for  the  sum  of  $81,725.00.  On  November  30, 
1937,  construction  was  started.  On  August  28,  1938,  the  com¬ 
pleted  building  was  opened  for  public  inspection. 

Your  committee  feel  that  they  have  fulfilled  their  obligation 
in  presenting  to  the  Town  a  truly  modern,  eight  room  building, 
carefully  constructed  in  every  detail,  properly  furnished  and 
equipped  for  use  as  an  elementary  school.  The  full  cooperation 
of  architects,  general  and  sub-contractors,  Federal  Engineer,  our 
own  clerks  of  works,  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  made 
the  work  of  the  committee  a  genuine  pleasure. 

A  carefully  conducted  financial  program  has  allowed  your 
committee  to  complete  the  building  within  the  funds  available  and 
they  are  returning  to  the  general  fund  of  the  Town  an  unexpended 
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balance  of  two  hundred  thirty-six  dollars  and  seventy-six  cents 
($2-36.76).  A  detailed  financial  statement  accompanies  the  re¬ 
port. 

By  the  submission  of  this  report  your  committee  feel  their 
duties  are  completed  and  do  now  humbly  ask  dismissal.

Voted  unanimously  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  fifty  dollars  ($350)  for  the  leasing  of  land  for  parking 
purposes  in  the  rear  of  Center  and  North  Main  Streets  for  said 
Town  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  au¬ 
thorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  such  leases  therefor  as  they 
may  see  fit. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  the  Norris  Building,  so  called, 
on  North  Main  Street,  by  tearing  down  or  otherwise,  and  con¬ 
verting  the  land  to  an  area  to  be  used  for  parking  purposes  and 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  any  land  in  con¬ 
nection  therewith  and  dispose  of  any  building  thereon,  and  act 
anything  thereon. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  empower  and  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  the  Norris  Building,  so 
called,  on  North  Main  Street  in  said  Town,  either  by  tearing  down 
or  otherwise,  and  convert  the  land  to  an  area  to  be  used  for  park¬ 
ing  purposes  for  said  Town  with  authority  to  accept  any  addi¬ 
tional  land  in  connection  therewith  for  parking  purposes  and  dis¬ 
pose  of  any  building  or  buildings  thereon  on  said  additional  land. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($38,000)  from  the  Free 
Cash  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the 
Assessors  in  fixing  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  1939,  and  to  act 
anything  thereon. 

Voted  unanimously  to  appropriate  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars 
($38,000)  from  the  Free  Cash  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Town 
Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Assessors  in  fixing  the  tax  rate  for 
the  year  1939.

Article  1.  To  hear  the  report  of  any  committees  or  officers 
of  the  Town,  to  appoint  any  committee  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

No  action  was  taken  on  this  article. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  by  loan  or  otherwise  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars 
($4,000)  to  provide  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Department  with  suf¬ 
ficient  funds  to  meet  its  necessary  expenses  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year  1939,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted  that  the  Town  of  Middleborough  transfer  the  sum  of 
four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  from  the  surplus  account  of  the 
Gas  and  Electric  Department,  said  sum  to  be  allocated  to  the 
Old  Age  Assistance  Department  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses 
of  this  Department  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  1939. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  West  End 
Avenue  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  act  anything 
thereon. 

Voted  that  the  Town  accept  West  End  Avenue  as  laid  out 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  follows:  “Beginning  at  a  point  in 
the  Southerly  line  of  Center  Street  opposite  Central  Cemetery  and 
187.02  feet  distant  in  an  Easterly  direction,  from  the  County* 
Commissioners  bound  at  the  corner  of  Warren  Avenue  and  Center 
Street  thence  along  the  line  making  an  angle  of  90°  7"  with  the 
Southerly  line  of  Center  Street,  and  in  a  Southerly  direction  for 
a  distance  of  655.40  feet  to  the  Southerly  corner  of  the  West 
Side  School  lot,  thence  at  right  angles  to  the  last  mentioned 
course  and  in  an  Easterly  direction  40  feet  to  a  stake,  thence  at 
right  angles  to  the  last  mentioned  course  and  in  a  Northerly 
direction  655.40  feet  to  the  Southerly  line  of  Center  Street,  thence 
turning  and  making  an  angle  of  90°  7"  with  the  last  mentioned 
course,  and  in  a  Northerly  direction  a  distance  of  40.19  feet  to 
the  point  of  beginning.  Said  street  to  be  40  feet  in  width  through¬ 
out  the  above  layout. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Carpenter 
Street  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  act  anything 
thereon. 

Voted  that  the  Town  accept  Carpenter  Street  as  laid  out  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  follows:  “Beginning  at  an  iron  pin  set 
at  the  intersection  of  the  Southeast  sideline  of  East  Main  Street 
and  the  East  side  of  proposed  Carpenter  Street,  said  pin  being  a 
distance  of  50.72  feet  from  a  stone  bound  set  on  the  Northwest 
side  of  East  Main  Street,  said  stone  bound  being  150.0  Northeast 
of  the  stone  bound  which  marks  the  beginning  of  the  curve  in 
the  Northwest  line  of  East  Main  Street  as  laid  out  in  1897  also 
said  pin  being  143.32  feet  from  the  Northwest  corner  of  the  foun- 
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dation  of  the  dwelling  house  of  Paul  Silva,  thence  across  the  land 
of  Paul  Silva  South  18°  15"  East  367.55  feet,  thence  on  same 
course  180  feet  across  the  land  of  Manuel  Rose,  Jr.,  thence  on 
the  same  course  1'80  feet  across  the  land  of  Manuel  Rose,  Sr.,  to 
an  iron  pin  set  69.58  feet  distant  from  the  Northeast  corner  of 
the  house  owned  by  Paul  Silva,  said  pin  being  also  79.90  feet 
distant  from  the  Southeast  corner  of  the  same  house,  thence  at 
right  angles  to  the  last  mentioned  course,  and  in  a  Westerly  direc¬ 
tion  a  distance  of  40  feet  to  an  iron  pin  set  in  the  West  line  of  the 
said  proposed  Carpenter  street,  thence  North  18°  15"  West  742.72 
feet  on  land  of  Paul  Silva  to  an  iron  pin  set  at  the  intersection  of 
Southerly  line  of  East  Main  Street  and  the  Westerly  line  of  said 
proposed  Carpenter  Street,  thence  in  an  Easterly  direction  along 
the  line  of  East  Main  Street  42.53  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Warren 
Avenue  and  Extension  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  act  anything  thereon. 

Voted  that  the  Town  accept  Warren  Avenue  and  Extension 
as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  follows:  “Beginning  at 
a  stone  bound  on  the  Easterly  side  of  Warren  Avenue  and  708.5 
feet,  more  or  less,  distant  from  the  point  of  intersection  of  South¬ 
erly  Street  line  of  Center  Street  and  the  Easterly  Street  line  of 
Warren  Avenue,  thence  running  Southerly  412.40  feet,  in  a  con¬ 
tinuation  of  the  street  line  as  previously  laid  out,  to  a  stake; 
thence  at  right  angles  to  the  last  mentioned  course,  and  in  a 
Westerly  direction  40  feet  to  a  fence  post  at  the  property  of  C.  E. 
Curtis;  thence  at  right  angles  to  the  last  mentioned  course,  and  in 
a  Northerly  direction  412.40  feet  to  an  iron  pipe;  thence  at  right 
angles  to  the  last  mentioned  course  and  in  an  Easterly  direction 
40.56  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning.  Said  street  to  be  forty  feet 
in  width  throughout  the  above  extension. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  vote 
passed  under  Article  7  of  the  warrant  for  the  special  town  meet¬ 
ing  April  24,  1933,  for  construction  of  electric  line  from  Electric 
Light  Station  to  Water  Works  Pumping  Station  along  the  bank 
of  the  Nemasket  River  across  private  lands  by  striking  out 
“across  private  lands  from  the  Electric  Light  Station  to  the  Water 
Works  Pumping  Station”  and  substituting  therefor  a  route  for 
said  construction  as  follows:  “Along  Wareham  Street,  Fairview 
Street  and  East  Grove  Street  from  the  Electric  Light  Station  to 
the  Water  Works  Pumping  Station  for  the  building  of  said  electric 
line,  and  act  anything  thereon. 

Voted  that  the  Town  amend  its  vote  passed  under  Article  7 
at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  24,  1933,  for  construction 
of  Electric  Line  from  Electric  Light  Station  to  Water  Works 
Pumping  Station  along  the  bank  of  the  Nemasket  River  across 
private  lands  by  striking  out  “across  private  lands  from  the  Elec¬ 
tric  Light  Station  to  the  Water  Works  Pumping  Station”  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  a  route  for  said  construction  as  follows:  “Along 
Wareham  Street,  Fairview  Street  and  East  Grove  Street  from  the 
Electric  Light  Station  to  the  Water  Works  Pumping  Station  for 
the  building  of  said  electric  line. 

There  were  two  fifteen  minute  adjournments  because  a 
quorum  was  lacking,  the  final  count  being  314.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MIDDLEBORO 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

January  12,  1940 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees, 

Middleborough  Public  Library: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1939. 

Librarians  are  always  attempting  to  explain  the  strange 
fluctuation  in  the  circulation  of  books  from  year  to  year,  and  are 
never  able  to  come  to  a  very  satisfactory  conclusion.  Conditions 
in  Middleboro  seem  little  different  from  last  year,  yet  during  1938 
the  circulation  of  books  increased  some  5000  over  the  previous 
year,  while  this  year  4,654  fewer  books  have  been  given  out  than 
last  year.  It  has  seemed  no  less  busy  in  the  library.  A  fact  which 
may  account  for  a  part  of  the  loss  is  that  our  endowment  funds, 
like  most  invested  funds,  have  brought  in  less  income,  which 
meant  fewer  new  books.  But  still  Middleboro  is  among  the  few 
towns  in  the  country  fortunate  to  be  able  to  supply  four  books 
per  capita  to  its  population.  This  figure  may  not  sound  impres¬ 
sive,  but  when  one  remembers  that  the  library  owns  37,070 
volumes,  there  is  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  that  Middleboro  has  a 
library  in  which  may  be  found  this  wealth  of  reading  material  to 
supply  each  individual’s  reading  needs  and  desires. 

The  rental  collection  continues  to  augment  the  supply  of 
later  books.  In  1939  there  were  62  new  books  added  to  this 
collection  which  will  later  be  transferred  to  the  regular  collection. 
Fines  collected  for  rentals  amounted  to  $120.00. 

Work  With  Schools 

There  has  been  unusual  activity  in  the  elementary  schools  in 
reading  for  State  certificates.  The  teachers  have  been  most  co¬ 
operative.  This  is  a  course  of  reading  outlined  by  the  State 
Library  Commission.  When  a  pupil  has  read  five  books  on  the 
required  list  and  made  a  written  report,  a  small  certificate  is 
awarded  him  at  the  library,  with  a  large  certificate  awarded  when 
twenty  books  on  the  list  have  been  read  and  reviewed.  During  the 
past  year  143  small  and  33  large  certificates  have  been  given 
pupils  from  Grades  Four  to  Eight,  with  Grade  Six  ranking  first 
with  99  small  and  14  large  certificates.  It  has  been  noticeable 
in  many  cases  that  this  certificate  reading  has  been  the  means  of 
introducing  children  to  the  joys  of  books  and  reading.  A  pupil 
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who  has  not  been  accustomed  to  reading  comes  to  the  library  and 
takes  out  a  card  so  he  may  have  books  to  read  for  a  certificate. 
After  the  certificates  are  won,  the  reading  habit  is  formed  and  he 
becomes  a  regular  library  visitor.  Thus  has  the  State  certificate 
reading  course  fulfilled  its  intended  purpose. 

The  course  in  library  instruction  was  given  to  Grade  Eight 
between  October  14th  and  November  18th.  With  the  lessons 
received  at  the  library  and  the  follow-up  work  done  by  the 
teachers,  pupils  have  an  excellent  knowledge  of  how  to  use  the 
catalog,  reference  books  and  the  method  of  locating  books  on  the 
shelves. 


Activities 

The  library  had  the  pleasure  of  entertaining  the  Old  Colony 
Library  Club  on  November  16th,  when  about  sixty  librarians  from 
this  section  of  the  State  gathered  to  enjoy  an  excellent  program 
and  to  exchange  ideas.  The  meetng  happened  to  fall  during 
Book  Week,  so  the  library  was  unusually  festive  with  exhibits  of 
new  books,  posters  of  maps  of  various  countries  with  titles  of 
books  about  the  country  indicated  on  the  map,  and  decorations 
of  greens  and  autumn  foliage.  As  the  theme  of  Book  Week  was 
“Around  the  World  with  Books,”  this  theme  was  carried  out  in 
all  exhibits,  the  emphasis  being  placed  on  books  about  foreign 
countries.  The  piece  de  resistance  was  a  large  merry-go-round 
on  which  were  tiny  dolls  dressed  in  costumes  of  foreign  lands,  all 
brought  together  under  the  red,  white  and  blue  of  the  awning 
top.  In  the  miniature  stage  was  a  scene  depicting  Holland,  with 
Hans  Brinker  and  a  little  flaxen-haired  Dutch  girl  skimming  over 
the  ice,  perfect  even  to  their  silver  skates,  against  a  background 
of  windmills  and  snow-covered  trees. 

In  the  exhibition  hall  during  Book  Week  was  a  display  of 
colored  Japanese  prints,  and  during  the  year  have  been  other 
exhibits,  including  an  excellent  one  of  amateur  photography.  At 
the  present  time  in  the  hall  are  some  large  crayon  portraits  of 
Dicken’s  characters  drawn  by  Mr.  Ed  Payne,  noted  cartoonist, 
when  he  addressed  the  members  of  the  Cabot  Club. 

Also  on  exhibition  have  been  books  making  up  the  Jordan 
Library,  a  collection  of  children’s  books  to  be  loaned  to  small 
libraries  that  cannot  afford  to  buy  many  children’s  books,  the 
collection  named  in  honor  of  Miss  Alice  Jordan,  for  many  years 
children’s  librarian  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  still  serving 
in  that  capacity.  An  exhibit  which  created  considerable  interest 
was  one  of  small  carved  wooden  figures,  mostly  farm  and  forest 
animals,  exquisitely  carved  and  polished,  made  by  men  and  women 
attending  the  John  C.  Campbell  Folk  School  of  South  Carolina. 
The  exhibit  was  loaned  us  through  the  courtesy  of  Mrs.  Richard  B. 
Coolidge  of  Medford,  whose  husband  is  a  trustee  of  the  school. 

The  library  has  been  represented  by  members  of  the  staff  at 
conferences  in  Boston,  Brockton  and  Plymouth. 

New  books  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Middleboro  Gazette  and  by  talks 
given  by  the  librarian  before  parent-teachers  organizations, 
mothers’  clubs,  church  societies,  the  woman’s  club,  the  Grange  and 
talks  given  in  the  schools. 
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During  the  summer  Miss  Shirley  Pearson  worked  for  four 
weeks  as  an  assistant  to  gain  experience  in  library  work. 

The  Building  and  Maintenance 

Many  of  the  recommendations  made  in  the  last  annual  report 
have  become  an  accomplished  fact.  The  much  needed  railings 
have  been  placed  on  either  side  of  the  marble  steps  at  the  en¬ 
trance.  new  bookshelves  have  been  built  in  the  children’s  room 
and  the  baseboards  in  both  children’s  and  adult’s  reading  rooms 
have  been  painted  black. 

The  Lecture  Room  on  the  second  floor,  so  long  out  of  use 
because  of  needed  repairs,  has  been  painted  and  three  dozen 
chairs  purchased. 

The  one  item  that  most  needs  attention  at  present  is  the 
heating  system.  Having  served  for  thirty-seven  years,  it  is  giving 
definite  indications  of  a  general  breakdown.  Considerable  work 
was  done  on  it  during  the  summer.  It  passed  inspection,  but  in 
October  a  large  crack  appeared  on  top  of  the  boiler  and  the 
library  was  without  heat  for  four  days.  The  library  was  open, 
however,  except  one  afternoon,  October  3rd,  when  it  was  closed 
from  one  to  five  o’clock.  There  is  little  doubt  that  it  will  be 
necessary  the  coming  year  to  spend  a  considerable  sum  on  reno¬ 
vating  the  heating  plant.

beautifully  mounted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MANAGER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Middleboro,  Massachusetts, 

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Town  Manager, 
together  with  the  reports  of  the  various  department  heads. 

The  insurance  schedule  was  revised  so  as  to  set  proper  val¬ 
uations  on  the  various  town  buildings  and  also  a  rate  reduction 
was  brought  about  so  that  the  rates  were  reduced  from  .62  to  a 
net  of  .285,  providing  the  insurance  is  placed  on  a  three  year 
basis.  This  reduction  resulted  in  a  material  saving  to  the  town. 

The  repairs  were  made  at  the  Bates  School  so  that  the 
building  has  been  approved  by  the  State  Inspector,  both  in  regard 
to  the  heating  system  and  the  installation  of  proper  corridor 
smoke  screens. 

The  constructing  of  the  parking  space  in  the  rear  of  the 
Norris  Building  and  the  Nemasket  House  on  No.  Main  Street  is 
progressing.  At  the  present  time  the  leases  are  being  negotiated 
and  should  be  ready  so  that  the  grading  of  the  lot  can  begin  in 
the  spring  of  1940. 

The  W.  P.  A.  program  has  operated  successfully  during  1939 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  cost  of  sponsor’s  contributions.  It  was 
not  necessary  to  appropriate  additional  funds  for  this  work  for 
efforts  were  made  to  keep  the  expenditures  under  the  appropria¬ 
tion  by  the  use  of  all  available  material  rather  than  purchase  new 
materials.  The  selection  of  the  type  of  projects  to  be  executed 
was  given  careful  consideration  with  the  thought  in  mind  to  keep 
the  town’s  cost  at  a  minimum.  However,  it  is  expected  that  the 
expenditures  for  sponsor’s  contribution  for  the  1940  projects  will 
be  larger  than  the  1939  expenditures.  This  increase  is  due  to  the 
Federal  requirements  that  at  least  25%  of  the  total  cost  of  the 
projects  be  borne  by  the  sponsors. 

I  again  recommend  that  the  E  &  D  account,  which  is  made  up 
of  the  accumulated  unexpended  balances  of  the  various  accounts, 
be  used  to  decrease  the  tax  rate  at  such  times  that  the  E  &  D 
account  is  large  enough  to  allow  such  reductions. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  departmental  officers,  who  have  been 
responsible  for  the  efficient  operation  of  their  departments,  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  year  1939.

Gentlemen : 

The  large  portion  of  the  departmental  work  consisted  of 
operating  and  maintaining  the  existing  system,  no  new  extensions 
being  made. 

Pumping  Station 

The  coke  was  changed  in  the  reisler,  thus  this  unit  should 
function  satisfactorily  for  the  next  three  years.  The  reports 
indicate  that  the  water  has  increased  in  quality  since  this  re¬ 
charging  and  will  remain  in  a  good  condition  until  it  is  necessary 
to  charge  the  unit  again. 

v  •  ■ 

Recommendations 

I  recommend  that  immediate  repairs  be  made  on  the  Stand¬ 
pipe  on  Barden  Hill.  The  outside  surface  has  been  weathered  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  reinforcing  steel  is  now  exposed  so  as  to 
be  in  a  dangerous  condition.  Both  the  outside  and  inside  should 
be  coated  with  some  sort  of  waterproofing  so  as  to  retard  the 
damage  which  has  started. 

Repairs  are  needed  to  the  electric  high  lift  pump  and  should 
be  made  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  pump. 

I  again  recommend  that  an  appropriation  for  meters  be 
made  so  that  the  work  of  repairing  all  the  meters  in  service  can 
proceed  under  the  program  that  has  been  set  up. 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  increasing  of  the  water 
rates  which  are  much  lower  than  towns  having  similar  sized  plants. 
The  increase  in  rates  would  materially  assist  the  department  to¬ 
wards  making  repairs  and  extensions. 

The  existing  plant  should  be  extended  each  year  to  those 
parts  of  the  town  where  extensions  are  warranted  but  the  exten¬ 
sions  should  be  made  only  at  such  times  as  the  town  is  in  a  favor¬ 
able  financial  position  to  do  so.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  the  1939  Report  of  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Due  to  the  Legislature  not  making  any  appropriation  for 
Chapter  90  work  for  the  year  1939  and  the  fact  that  our  appro¬ 
priations  were  made  on  the  basis  that  there  was  to  be  an  allotment 
made  to  the  town  for  Chapter  90  (construction),  we  were  con¬ 
siderably  hard  pressed  to  conduct  the  department  so  as  to  meet 
the  service  requirements  of  the  town. 

In  some  cases  it  was  necessary  to  abandon  work  which  was 
planned  by  the  department  for  the  year  1939,  but  by  careful 
planning  we  were  able  to  finish  the  most  important  of  the  needed 
services  and  still  come  within  our  appropriations. 

Patching  and  Oiling 

The  necessary  patching  was  accomplished  this  year,  for  which 
we  used  8,332  gallons  of  patching  material. 

Our  oiling  program  received  a  serious  setback,  for  the  ex¬ 
pected  funds  for  materials  were  not  available  until  late  in  the  Fall, 
at  which  time  it  was  questionable  whether  the  work  should  be 
started. 

Since  it  was  necessary  to  complete  the  Thompson  Street  job 
before  cold  weather,  which  work  required  the  services  of  most 
of  our  workmen,  it  was  impossible  to  follow  our  plan  which  was 
laid  out  earlier  in  the  season.  We  were  enabled,  however,  to 
resurface  some  of  the  streets  in  the  center  of  the  town,  namely, 
Center  Street  from  Wareham  Street  to  John  Glass  Junior  Square, 
Nickerson  Street,  Union  Street  from  Nickerson  Street  to  Center 
Street,  South  Main  Street  from  Wareham  Street  to  Nickerson 
Street,  North  Main  Street  from  Center  Street  to  the  Fire  Station, 
using  4,104  gallons  of  asphalt  for  this  work. 

Another  much  needed  improvement  was  the  new  type  of 
surface  treatment  used  on  North  Main  Street  from  the  Fire  Sta¬ 
tion  to  North  Street  and  East  Main  Street  from  North  Main  Street 
to  the  bridge  at  Nemasket  River. 

While  engaged  in  this  work  we  corrected  the  rough  and  very 
dangerous  condition  that  existed  at  the  Star  Mill. 

We  also  used  the  same  method  on  South  Main  Street  from 
Grove  Street  to  the  Lakeville  line  and  have  received  many  favor¬ 
able  comments  on  this  improvement. 

Center  Street  near  Cross  Street  and  Vaughn  Street  near 
Lakeville  line  were  treated  with  Tarvia  and  the  surface  thickened 
about  two  inches  and  then  rolled  and  sealed. 

In  all  we  used  18,191  gallons  of  Tarvia  for  this  work. 

We  tried  applying  dust  layer  on  outside  roads  as  a  sort  of 
experiment,  using  1,026  gallons,  or  one  load,  and  we  think  it  is 
something  of  much  benefit  for  laying  the  dust  in  front  of  rural 
homes  and  hope  to  be  able  to  do  more  this  year,  depending  on 
appropriations. 
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Plympton  Street 

Under  Chapter  90  we  completed  2,180  feet  of  construction 
this  year,  but  we  were  unable  to  continue  due  to  the  fact  that 
Chapter  90  was  discontinued. 

We  accomplished  this  job  using  town  help  and  equipment, 
only  hiring  equipment  where  necessary  due  to  the  fact  that  we 
contracted  to  do  this  work  on  a  Unit  Price  basis  and  the  contract 
prices  for  the  different  units  were  very  low,  but  we  came  through 
satisfactorily  and  were  able  to  show  a  profit  at  the  finish. 

If  Chapter  90  comes  back  in  1940  we  hope  to  continue  this 
road  to  the  Plympton  line,  as  the  uncompleted  section  looks  very 
bad  in  comparison  with  the  work  we  finished  this  year. 

Thompson  Street 

Under  Chapter  90  (Maintenance)  we  completed  7,700  feet 
of  2-inch  mixed-in-place  surface  from  the  Halifax  line  to  the 
Kinsman  Farm,  also  some  pipe  was  installed  for  drainage  on  edge 
of  road  and  side  ditches  dug  in  many  places,  making  a  very  notice¬ 
able  improvement  to  this  section  of  much  traveled  highway. 

Thanks  to  the  help  given  by  the  Peirce  Trustees  workmen 
were  able  to  start  on  this  job  just  at  the  time  when  our  funds 
ran  so  low  that  we  were  obliged  to  lay  the  men  off,  but  our  depart¬ 
ment  received  $2,000  from  the  State  and  $2,000  from  the  County 
to  match  the  $2,000  from  the  Peirce  Estate,  so  it  enabled  us  to 
go  to  work  after  a  short  layoff. 

We  used  all  Town  equipment,  except  the  Grader  used  for 
mixing  the  surface  material  on  this  construction. 

We  hope  to  continue  this  job  next  year  if  the  necessary  funds 
are  appropriated  for  work  under  Chapter  90  (Maintenance). 

Sidewalks 

We  are  glad  to  see  all  the  good  sidewalks  constructed  through¬ 
out  the  Town  under  W.  P.  A.  as  we  feel  this  is  one  of  the  best 
projects  one  could  desire,  to  accommodate  the  largest  number  of 
taxpayers. 


Sewers  and  Drains 

About  the  usual  number  of  stoppages  were  cared  for  this 
year,  and  the  catch  basins  were  cleaned  once,  but  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  appropriation  for  this  work  ran  out  early  we  were  not 
able  to  care  for  some  of  the  basins  needing  more  attention. 

We  hope  that  some  time  in  the  near  future  the  sewer  problem 
can  be  corrected,  as  the  present  system  gives  us  a  lot  of  trouble 
and  is  getting  worse  each  year. 

Snow  and  Ice 

During  the  year  we  had  six  storms  that  were  necessary  to 
plow,  and  icy  conditions  were  cared  for  several  times  during  the 
winter. 

We  are  now  taking  care  of  all  truck  plowing  with  our  own 
and  W.P.  A.  trucks,  10  in  all,  and  have  found  that  we  can  save 
money  by  not  hiring  private  trucks  for  this  work. 
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The  greatest  benefit  of  this  plan  is  that  we  can  start  earlier 
with  the  storm  and  not  have  to  wait  too  long  before  beginning  to 
plow,  as  the  first  hours’  plowing  is  always  the  answer  to  keeping 
ahead  of  a  storm. 

Equipment 

Our  equipment  has  been  kept  in  repair  with  a  minimum  of 
expense  to  the  Town  as  we  do  all  of  the  repairs  in  our  own  shop. 

We  feel  that  some  of  the  older  trucks  used  on  W.  P.  A.  should 
be  replaced  soon,  as  parts  for  those  previous  to  1934  are  not 
stocked  in  the  local  garages,  but  must  be  sent  for  out  of  town. 

The  gasolene  station  at  the  Plant  has  been  a  saving  to  the 
various  departments  this  year,  from  which  we  pumped  approxi¬ 
mately  30,326  gallons,  of  which  a  complete  record  is  kept  by  the 
attendant.

Remarks 

Four  new  tires  were  placed  on  Engine  No.  2. 

The  roof  of  the  fire  station  was  repaired  and  is  now  tight  for 
the  first  time  since  the  station  was  built. 

A  second  hand  pump  was  put  on  Engine  No.  1  to  replace 
the  pump  that  broke  down  at  the  Rock  Mfg.  Co.  fire  last  June. 
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These  repairs  were  paid  for  from  the  Fire  Department  appropria¬ 
tion  and  make  it  necessary  to  include  equipment  that  would 
normally  have  been  bought  this  year  in  the  1940  budget. 

Recommendations 

I  would  again  recommend:  That  the  fire  alarm  circuits  be 
extended  to  provide  protection  to  the  districts  served  by  recent 
water  extensions. 

That  all  school  buildings  be  connected  through  inside  boxes 
to  the  fire  alarm  system  and  that  they  be  equipped  with  automatic 
sprinklers. 

That  a  Deck  Gun  be  placed  on  Ladder  No.  1.  In  event  of  a 
bad  fire  in  any  of  our  large  wooden  buildings  the  heat  would  make 
effective  work  with  lines  operated  by  hand  impossible,  and  the 
delay  occasioned  by  having  to  send  out  of  town  for  this  type  of 
equipment  might  cause  the  loss  of  other  buildings. 

That  as  soon  as  funds  can  be  made  available,  this  department 
be  equipped  with  a  portable  generator  and  flood  lights.  A  broken 
leg  or  injured  back  can  easily  cost  the  Town  more  than  the  price 
of  the  equipment.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  WARDEN 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Middleboro,  Massachusetts, 

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Fire  Warden  for  the 
year  1939. 

When  consideration  is  given  to  the  ratio  of  the  number  of 
fires  to  the  large  acreage  of  our  town  which  is  wooded,  the  cost 
of  the  forest  fire  account  is  extremely  low. 

The  factors  which  were  responsible  for  this  low  figure  are  as 
follows: 

1.  The  rigid  restrictions  which  were  imposed  upon  the 
issuance  of  permits. 

2.  The  able  and  efficient  direction  of  the  fire  fighting  work 
by  Deputy  Louis  Forney  in  conjunction  with  the  Fire 
Department  and  Highway  Department.

The  largest  fire  during  the  year  was  on  October  19th,  at 
which  time  approximately  fifteen  acres  were  burned  over  at  a 
cost  to  the  department  of  $98.04.  The  damage  to  the  property 
was  around  $75.00.

I  recommend  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  purchase  of 
a  motor  driven  pump  unit  and  sufficient  small  size  hose.  This 
unit  could  be  mounted  on  the  water  tank  truck  and  should  prove 
to  be  very  efficient. 

Additional  pump  cans  should  be  purchased  each  year  until 
there  is  an  adequate  number  available,  for  it  has  been  shown  in 
past  instances  that  this  type  of  fire-fighting  apparatus  is  very 
efficient  for  this  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Middleboro,  Massachusetts, 

Gentlemen : 

The  year  1939  showed  some  increase  in  the  gypsy  moth 
infestation  in  some  sections  of  the  Town.  As  pointed  out  in  the 
1938  report,  the  occurrence  of  the  hurricane  rendered  difficult 
the  problem  of  locating  egg  clusters  which  could  be  reached  for 
creosoting.  In  addition  to  this  factor  many  of  the  caterpillars 
were  blown  into  the  town  from  adjacent  areas  in  other  towns. 
The  areas  which  suffered  the  worst  were  in  North  Middleboro, 
the  infestation  in  South  Middleboro  being  much  lighter.  Most 
of  the  spraying  and  other  activities  of  the  department  were  con¬ 
fined  to  the  northern  section.  As  the  result  of  our  activities 
defoliation  was  prevented  in  all  areas  that  could  be  reached  and 
the  only  defoliation  which  occurred  was  in  the  interior  areas 
where  spraying  could  not  be  done. 

A  recent  survey  shows  a  general  increase  in  the  number  of 
egg  clusters  throughout  the  Town.  Much  valuable  assistance  has 
been  rendered  by  the  W.  P.  A.  in  the  creosoting  of  clusters,  and 
this  work  should  be  encouraged  and  continued. 

The  spraying  equipment  of  the  department,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  truck,  is  in  better  condition  than  it  has  been  for  years. 
Much  of  it  has  been  overhauled  during  the  year  and  brought  up 
to  date. 

Much  cooperation  has  been  received  from  other  departments 
of  the  Town  and  from  the  State  Department  of  Conservation  as 
well.  The  following  letter  received  from  Mr.  Walter  Holmes, 
Division  Superintendent  of  the  Department  of  Conservation, 
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shows  the  degree  of  cooperation  and  feeling  which  exists  between 
the  Middleboro  Moth  Department  and  the  State  Department  of 
Conservation.

Dear  Mr.  Forney: 

I  am  sending  you  this  brief  report  of  moth  conditions,  and 
results  of  your  work  for  the  season  of  1939,  and  wish  to  thank  you 
for  your  cooperation  as  to  suggestions  offered. 

During  later  July  and  early  August  with  Mr.  Lucius  Stark, 
of  the  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agriculture,  we  made  a  careful  inspection 
of  all  towns  in  Plymouth  and  Barnstable  County,  and  our  report 
for  the  Town  of  Middleboro  is  as  follows: 

Conditions  show  marked  improvement  over  last,  and  previous 
several  years.  We  found  very  little  evidence  of  Elm  Beetle  or 
Canker  Worm  on  the  town  shade  trees,  being  well  sprayed  and  in 
excellent  condition. 

The  Gypsy  Moth  situation  seemed  well  under  control ;  the 
roadside  foliage  throughout  town  was  quite  thoroughly  sprayed, 
and  back  woodland  infestation  only  was  noted  in  a  few  sections 
in  the  south  and  north  parts  of  town. 

Your  work  and  results  were  very  satisfactory  in  all  parts  of 
the  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 

The  results  of  the  hurricane  in  1938  are  still  coming  to  our 
attention.  During  the  year  1939  many  additional  evidences  of 
serious  damage  were  found.  We  repeatedly  find  broken,  cracked, 
and  split  limbs  which  were  not  discovered  previously.  Many  of 
these  conditions  keep  getting  worse  so  that  ultimately  branches, 
limbs  and  sometimes  entire  trees  have  to  be  removed.  In  many 
instances  limbs  have  had  to  be  bolted  and  cabled  so  that  they 
would  not  fall.  It  is  apparent  now  that  the  full  effect  of  the 
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hurricane  damage  will  not  be  known  for  a  long  time  and  contin¬ 
uous  watch  will  have  to  be  kept  in  order  to  keep  our  shade  trees 
and  other  trees  in  good  condition. 

I  also  recommend  that  new  trees  be  planted  to  replace  many 
of  those  which  have  been  removed  or  seriously  damaged. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  up  to  the  present  time  there  is  no 
evidence  of  the  Dutch  Elm  disease. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Town 
Manager  and  all  Town  officials  for  their  kind  cooperation  and 
assistance  which  has  been  so  helpful  throughout  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

To  Mr.  Edward  C.  Peterson,  Health  Officer 
and  Middleboro  Board  of  Health 

Gentlemen : 

In  my  closing  remarks  of  the  Town  Report  of  this  Department 
last  year,  your  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  a  new  garbage 
truck  was  needed  very  much.  This  year  an  amount  has  been  in¬ 
serted  in  the  budget  and  it  is  my  earnest  hope  that  it  is  approved 
and  accepted.  The  present  truck  is  no  longer  in  a  condition  to  do 
the  work  efficiently;  it  is  worn  out.  In  my  mind  it  would  be  false 
economy  to  try  to  repair  the  present  one. 

The  unit  that  was  in  my  mind  when  the  budget  was  prepared, 
is  in  operation  on  the  garbage  truck  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  It 
has  been  in  constant  use  since  1933  and  is  in  perfect  condition  to¬ 
day.  This  information  was  obtained  from  the  Health  Officials  in 
that  Town.  The  unit  is  sanitary  and  will  mean  better  service  to 
the  people  of  Middleboro  if  it  can  be  obtained. 

During  the  year  1939,  there  were  136  deaths,  exclusive  of  still¬ 
births.  This  gave  the  Town  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  16.0  figur¬ 
ing  on  the  1935  census.  This  is,  however,  an  increase  of  1.6  over 
1938. 

Infant  mortality  was  low  for  the  year,  but  was  slightly  higher 
than  last  year.  There  were  9  deaths  under  10  years  of  age  during 
the  year  1939. 

Immunization  of  children  against  certain  diseases  is  still  con¬ 
tinuing  to  prove  its  worth,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  not  a 
single  case  of  diphtheria  nor  smallpox  was  reported  in  Middleboro 
during  the  past  year. 

Speaking  of  contagious  diseases,  we  did  hear  very  much  from 
one  in  particular,  namely,  measles.  There  were  349  cases  report¬ 
ed  and  perhaps  some  that  were  not  reported.  November  was  the 
peak  month  with  231  cases.  Chicken-pox  was  right  in  the  running 
also  with  151  cases  of  this  disease  reported  during  the  year  1939. 
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If  certain  parents  could  only  be  brought  to  realize  just  what 
happens  to  others  when  they  send  their  children  to  school  with  a 
contagious  disease,  I  doubt  very  much  if  they  would  do  it.  This 
happened  during  the  past  year  and  it  was  too  late  when  it  was 
discovered.  More  strict  quarantine  regulations  are  being  placed  on 
the  children  of  negligent  parents  and  perhaps  this  will  wake  them 
up  to  the  fact  that  they  cannot  gamble  with  the  health  of  other 
school  children. 


Rubbish  and  Garbage  Collections 

The  collections  of  rubbish  and  garbage  took  place  quite  regu¬ 
larly  with  but  few  exceptions.  In  these  instances  it  could  not  be 
avoided.  Sometimes  inclement  weather  will  affect  collecting.  Also 
certain  localities  will  be  re-routed  to  attain  better  service. 

There  are  still  some  people  who  do  not  use  approved  types  of 
containers  for  either  rubbish  or  garbage;  this  does  not  improve 
the  service  for  others  as  it  means  wasted  time  on  the  part  of  the 
collectors.  Better  service  could  be  had  if  all  would  co-operate  and 
think  of  the  other  fellow  and  the  work  that  it  makes  in  such  in¬ 
stances  as  this  for  example:  Glass,  cans,  boxes  and  broken  dishes 
thrown  in  the  garbage  for  collecting.  Rubbish  boxes  placed  in  front 
of  a  house  not  adequately  protected  against  the  elements,  means 
scattered  rubbish.  Containers  so  heavy  that  they  can  hardly  be 
lifted  on  the  truck.  Containers  so  poor  that  they  fall  apart  when 
lifted  on  the  truck.  These  are  some  of  the  things  that  hinder  the 
men  in  their  work  and  consequently  retard  collections.  So  it  isn’t 
always  the  fault  of  the  men  on  the  job,  if  collections  are  a  little 
late  sometimes.  We  of  the  Department  realize  that  instances  of 
this  nature  are  not  intentional  but  nevertheless  they  are  often 
costly.  So,  in  conclusion,  let  me  urge  the  people  of  Middleboro  to 
use  approved  containers  for  garbage  and  good  strong  but  not  heavy 
containers  for  their  rubbish. 


Tubercular  Clinic 

The  work  of  the  clinic  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Bradford 
H.  Pierce,  of  the  Plymouth  County  Hospital  at  South  Hanson, 
Mass. 


A  clinic  was  held  at  the  Memorial  High  School  on  Oct.  30,  1939 
and  a  skin  test  was  given  to  359.  The  skin  test  is  called  the  Von 
Pirquet  Test  and  the  reading  took  place  on  Nov.  2nd.  The  results 
showed  61  Reactors  and  29i8  Negatives. 

An  X-Ray  examination  was  held  on  Nov.  7,  and  68  were  in¬ 
cluded  in  this  group.  Of  this  number  47  were  Negative  and  10 
were  included  for  further  examination  and  11  were  referred  for 
physical  examination  on  Dec.  11th.

Plymouth  County  Hospital 

There  have  been  five  patients  receiving  treatment  at  the  Plym¬ 
outh  County  Hospital  during  the  year  1939.  Two  were  discharged 
during  the  year  and  one  of  these  is  in  the  out-patient  department. 
There  is  also  another  patient  receiving  treatment  in  the  out-patient 
department. 

The  Bailey  Summer  Health  Camp  also  is  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Pierce  and  this  year  was  in  operation  from  June  28th  to 
August  22nd,  for  a  period  of  8  weeks.  There  were  three  children 
of  Middleboro  sent  to  the  Camp  for  the  Summer. 

The  children  attending  the  Camp  are  selected  from  the  follow¬ 
ing  group: 

1.  Children  positive  to  tuberculin  and  with  X-Ray  evidence 
of  childhood  type  of  tuberculosis. 

2.  Children  with  or  without  known  exposure  to  tuberculosis 
suspected  of  childhood  type. 

3.  Children  exposed  to  tuberculosis  and  who  may  or  may  not 
have  reacted  to  tuberculin. 

4.  Reactors  who  have  definite  malnutrition. 

5.  Children  who  are  undernourished  and  underweight. 

Eighteen  persons  were  sent  to  the  Plymouth  County  Hospital 
for  physical  and  X-Ray  examination.  These  examinations  were 
made  at  the  request  of  their  family  doctor  or  else  were  known  to 
be  exposed  to  tuberculosis.

Contagious  Diseases 

Two  cases  of  contagious  diseases  were  sent  to  The  Haynes 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Brighton,  Mass.  One  of  our  patients  from 
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South  Hanson  was  under  observation  at  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirm¬ 
ary  of  the  Massachusetts  Memorial  Hospital.  One  case  of  tubercu¬ 
losis  was  sent  to  the  State  Sanatorium  at  Rutland,  Mass.,  and  an¬ 
other  case  was  treated  at  the  Lakeville  State  Sanatorium.  The  lat¬ 
ter  case  died  after  20  days’  confinement. 

The  treatment  of  gonorrhea  and  syphilis  is  now  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  the  Town.  Early  in  the  year  1938  funds  which  were  ordin¬ 
arily  available  for  this  purpose  became  exhausted  and  reimburse¬ 
ment  is  now  available  to  only  clinics  and  hospitals,  upon  direct 
application  from  these  clinics  and  hospitals.  This  in  turn  has 
placed  rather  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  various  towns  and  cities 
in  the  Commonwealth  due  to  the  fact  that  treatment  for  these 
cases  goes  on  for  many  months  and  often  several  years.

Plumbing  Inspection 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  Mr.  John  J. 
Pearson,  many  conditions  of  improper  plumbing  have  been  cor¬ 
rected.

The  so-called  “alley  plumber” 
has  been  shown  that  there  is  no  room  for  his  type  of  work  in  this 
Town.  These  are  the  men  that  practice  plumbing,  not  being  quali¬ 
fied  to  do  the  work  and  have  no  license  to  engage  in  the  business 
of  plumbing. 
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For  Mr.  Pearson’s  co-operation  with  this  Department  I  am  deep¬ 
ly  grateful  and  I  extend  my  thanks  to  him.  His  report  follows  in 
this  report,  in  detail.

I  have  completed  the  animal  inspection  of  all  neat  cattle,  swine, 
sheep,  and  goats  in  the  Town  of  Middleboro, -as  follows:

There  were  ten  untested  herds  found,  numbering  104  heads  of 
cattle. 

There  is  still  one  reactor  animal  kept  in  the  town  by  permission 
of  the  Division  of  Livestock  Disease  Control. 

There  have  been  19  permits  received  from  the  Division  to  ship 
cattle  into  town  from  out  of  state.  Three  of  these  were  returned 
not  used  and  on  the  remaining  sixteen  permits,  230  cattle  were 
shipped  into  the  town. 

During  the  year  there  were  eleven  dogs  placed  under  quaran¬ 
tine  for  the  disease  suspected  as  rabid  and  were  later  released. 
The  owner  of  one  dog  was  brought  into  court  for  allowing  the  dog 
to  run  at  large  while  under  quarantine.  The  plea  was  nolo  con¬ 
tendere  and  a  fine  of  $5.00  was  paid. 

All  cattle  tested  for  tuberculosis  were  found  to  be  free  of  the 
disease. 

Due  to  the  vaccination  of  as  many  horses  as  possible  as  ad¬ 
vised  by  the  Division,  and  the  extreme  dry  summer,  prevented  the 
reoccurrance  of  sleeping  sickness  in  horses  this  year.

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  my  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Milk  for  1939. 

Producers  with  two  or  more  milking  cows,  who  were  selling 
milk  to  consumers  or  distributors,  were  inspected  and  were  issued 
a  Certificate  of  Registration  by  the  Division  of  Dairy.  All  milk 
dealers  have  in  their  possession  a  license  from  the  Milk  Control 
Board  and  are  licensed  in  the  town  to  sell  milk  and  milk  products. 

Distributors  of  milk  are  in  every  way  trying  to  give  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Middleboro  a  superior  milk  as  can  be  found  elsewhere.  Their 
equipment  and  the  modes  of  transporting  the  milk  to  the  con¬ 
sumers  have  insured  good  milk  to  all. 

The  storage  and  cooling  devices  in  stores,  cafes,  restaurants, 
and  road-stands  for  milk  and  milk  products  have  been  kept  up  to 
all  requirements. 
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During  the  year  one  complaint  was  made  to  this  department 
and  was  investigated  and  referred  to  the  Division  of  Dairy. 

An  audit  of  this  department’s  books  was  made  by  State  Audi¬ 
tors  on  December  8,  1939. 

This  department  has  issued  the  following  licenses:

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Health  at  their  earliest  meet¬ 
ing  provide  and  approve  laws  governing  the  production  and  sale 
of  milk  and  milk  products  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health 
of  the  Town  of  Middleboro. 

I  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Health  promote  or  encourage  a 
greater  use  of  milk  and  its  products  by  the  public,  thus  making  a 
market  for  such  products  greater  than  before.  With  this  encourage¬ 
ment,  the  producers  and  distributors  will  endeavor  to  employ  bet¬ 
ter  safeguards  for  milk  against  diseases  contagious  to  the  public 
by  its  use. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  persons  and  State  Depart¬ 
ments  that  have  aided  and  assisted  me,  in  order  that  the  town  and 
public  could  have  a  good  supply  of  milk.

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CONCLUSION' 

The  patrol  car  has  covered  24,563  miles  during  the  past 
year.  All  of  the  local  factories  are  covered  each  night,  and 
during  the  summer  months,  on  traffic  on  Routes  28  and  44. 

The  Ambulance  has  covered  178  miles  in  the  past  year, 
having  28  calls.  Eighteen  calls  to  accidents  and  ten  other  calls. 

We  have  had  a  big  reduction  in  accidents  during  the  past 
year,  having  only  two  fatals,  and  only  82  persons  injured.  In 
1938  there  were  three  fatals  and  159  injured  in  accidents.  This 
reduction  is  due  to  the  careful  driving  done  by  operators  of  auto¬ 
mobiles  and  also  by  the  officers  enforcing  the  laws  due  to  driving. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  system 
he  has  installed  in  the  schools  for  the  education  of  the  children 
in  regard  to  traffic. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  operators  of  the  local  telephone  exchange 
for  the  good  service  given  the  department,  which  has  been  a  great 
assistance  in  our  work. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  assist¬ 
ance  and  cooperation  given  me  by  the  Honorable  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  the  Fourth  District  Court,  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Middle- 
borough,  and  the  officers  of  the  Department,  who  have  helped  to 
make  the  administration  of  this  Department  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  WELFARE  AGENT 


January  16,  1940.

Gentlemen : 


Welfare  Department 

On  June  6,  1939,  I  took  over  the  duties  of  Welfare  Agent  for 
the  Town  of  Middleboro,  at  which  time  all  fuel  oil  purchased  for 
Welfare  Recipients  was  placed  on  a  contract  basis.  Food  for  the 
Town  Infirmary  was  also  purchased  on  a  contract  basis.  On  these 
two  items  we  should  save  about  $1,000.00  per  year. 

Welfare  Recipients  are  put  on  a  Budget  furnished  to  us  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  and  in  this  way  each 
case  receives  the  necessary  allowance  allotted  by  the  State  Budget. 
We  have  been  able  to  cut  considerable  amounts  from  some  cases 
in  this  way. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children 

All  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  cases  are  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Federal  and  State  Departments.  As  of  January  1, 
1940,  the  percentage  of  Federal  participation  will  be  increased  to 
50%.  However,  in  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  cases  the  State 
Department  will  continue  to  reimburse  cities  and  towns  for  one- 
third  of  the  total  amount  of  aid  approved.  There  are  now  twenty- 
one  cases  receiving  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  and  there  may 
be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  during  the  year  1940. 

Infirmary 

During  the  past  six  months  several  improvements  have  been 
made  at  the  Infirmary.  Mr.  Grant  has  supervised  the  building  of 
a  new  henhouse  and  a  new  cemetery.  A  shed  has  been  erected 
to  store  the  Farm  machinery.  This  has  been  all  extra  expense, 
and  it  has  all  been  paid  out  of  the  1939  appropriation.  Mrs. 
Grant  has  supervised  the  work  that  has  been  done  in  the  house; 
and  each  of  them  has  done  a  very  good  job. 

Maria  L.  H.  Pierce  Luxury  Fund 

This  fund  was  turned  over  to  me  October  1,  1939,  after  Miss 
Laura  B.  Whittemore  resigned.  As  Custodian  of  this  fund,  I 
hope  I  will  be  able  to  handle  it  as  well  as  Miss  Whittemore  did. 
There  are  two  daily  papers  and  one  Sunday  paper,  plus  the  Middle¬ 
boro  Gazette,  and  all  the  inmates  have  a  chance  to  read  these 
papers.  A  Christmas  party  was  held  for  the  inmates  on  December 
24th,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Hirst  was  Santa  Claus.  Each  inmate  re¬ 
ceived  a  gift  together  with  candy. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  donated  books,  maga¬ 
zines,  and  other  articles  to  the  home  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Honourable  Board  of  selectmen: 

The  number  of  Old  Age  Assistance  cases  in  1939  showed  a  de¬ 
crease  in  applications  and  an  increase  in  cases  closed,  which  in¬ 
dicates  that  we  are  reaching  a  point  where  the  case  load  will  re¬ 
main  approximately  steady  (unless  the  age  limit  is  changed).  The 
average  case  load  was  326  as  compared  to  320  in  1938.  The  aver¬ 
age  age  is  about  74  years. 

There  is  a  widespread  demand  to  increase  the  payments  to  a 
minimum  of  $40.  per  month,  but  this  cannot  be  done  in  1940  un¬ 
less  there  is  a  special  session  of  the  Legislature.  Such  action  would 
materially  increase  the  cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  from  the  ef¬ 
fective  date. 

The  benefits  available  under  the  Social  Security  Act,  known  as 
Old  Age  Insurance,  begin  January  1,  1940.  They  will  not  affect 
our  present  Old  Age  Cases,  but  as  new  cases  arise  the  amount  of 
aid  rendered  will  be  affected  in  some  cases  by  the  amount  of  in¬ 
surance  the  applicant  receives.  In  1940  this  will  be  very  small,  but 
as  time  goes  on,  more  and  more  will  receive  the  insurance,  there¬ 
by  favorably  affecting  our  relief  rolls. 

Miss  Laura  B.  Whittemore,  who  has  been  our  visitor,  or  in¬ 
vestigator,  since  1932,  tendered  her  resignation  to  take  effect 
October  1st.  Her  work  was  always  satisfactory,  and  she  gave  un¬ 
sparingly  of  her  time  and  energy  to  make  things  easier  for  those 
who  were  sick,  or  needed  advice.  She  is  greatly  missed  by  all. 

Mrs.  Madeline  Crossley  was  appointed  in  November  as  visitor. 
She  is  doing  good  work  and  gradually  getting  acquainted  with  the 
cases  and  the  problems  of  each. 

Beginning  January  1,  1940  the  State  Department  has  issued 
new  forms  which  must  be  used  by  all.  They  are  supposed  to  make 
the  work  of  the  State  Department  simpler,  but  they  greatly  in¬ 
crease  the  work  of  each  local  department.  Now  the  local  Supervisor 
must  get  all  information  required  in  every  case  before  it  will  be 
approved  by  the  State.  The  State  investigator  will  not  go  to  the 
individual  homes  in  the  future,  but  will  get  all  his  information  in 
the  local  office.  This  will  require  more  detailed  information  than 
formerly.  Also  more  correspondence,  affidavits  and  records.  This 
additional  work  will  take  much  more  time  than  formerly.  An  ad¬ 
vantage  will  be  closer  contact  with  the  State  investigator,  who  will 
now  come  to  Middleboro  once  or  twice  each  week.

REPORT  OF  COUNTY  AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 

THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERVICE 
H.  Arthur  Standish,  Town  Director 

Twenty-five  years  of  Agricultural  leadership  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  the  towns  of  Plymouth  County  through  the  Extension 
Service,  officially  recognized  as  County  Aid  to  Agriculture. 
During  this  period  of  time  great  agricultural  achievements  have 
been  made  through  the  initiative  and  leadership  of  agricultural 
associations,  farmers’  cooperatives,  homemakers’  groups,  4-H 
clubs  and  their  many  allied  contributing  sources. 

This  service,  available  to  all,  coordinates  the  efforts  of  the 
U.  S.  D.  A.,  the  Massachusetts  State  College,  and  local  groups  in 
the  interest  of  rural  people. 
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Educational  programs  are  largely  determined  by  county 
committees,  assuring  the  practicability  of  meetings,  speakers,  and 
subjects  of  interest  to  commodity,  homemakers’  and  4-H  club 
groups. 

During  1939  the  Extension  Service  agents  directed  personally 
in  Plymouth  County  813  meetings  with  an  attendance  of  21,485 
people;  made  personal  contact  with  12,237  people  on  individual 
problems;  and  reached  87,000  people  through  circular  letters. 

Information  and  assistance  has  been  available  to  everyone 
in  the  subjects  pertaining  to  Agriculture,  Home  Economics  and 
the  4-H  Club.  These  include  for  farmers  the  subjects  of:  Dairy 
poultry,  fruits,  vegetables,  cranberries,  forestry,  general  livestock, 
farm  accounts,  and  many  others.  For  Homemakers  in  1939 
emphasis  has  been  placed  on  Money  Management,  Nutrition,  Child 
Development,  Home  Furnishing  and  Recreation.  Additional  work 
has  been  done  in  Clothing,  Food  Preservation,  Home  Grounds 
Improvement.  For  4-H  activities,  clubs  in  Poultry,  Dairy,  Garden, 
Conservation,  Handicraft,  Food,  Canning,  Clothing,  Home  Fur¬ 
nishing  and  others  have  been  used  by  1959  enrolled  members 
in  the  county. 

The  people  of  Middleboro  have  been  afforded  this  service 
in  the  best  manner  possible  to  meet  the  demands  and  interest  of 
groups  and  individuals.  The  support  of  each  town  financially  and 
morally  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Extension  Service,  and  by 
the  people  who  know"  its  value  as  an  influence  in  adult  education. 


REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  BOARD 

Jan.  5,  1940.

Due  to  the  re-call  election,  the  Park  Board  for  1939  was  not 
appointed  until  May  9th.  The  members  held  meetings  during  the 
season  as  occasion  required  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  to  report  a 
hundred  per  cent  attendance  at  all  meetings. 

The  general  layout  and  perfect  location  makes  our  playground 
one  of  the  best  but  the  condition  of  the  area  as  a  whole  at  the  time 
we  took  office  was  very  poor  and  showed  the  lack  of  a  definite  long 
range  planning  program.  For  example: — the  bandstand  was  badly 
in  need  of  painting  and  repairs,  and  the  tennis  courts  needed  re¬ 
surfacing  and  remarking.  Both  of  these  conditions  have  existed 
for  a  number  of  years.  We  believe  that  enough  money  should  be 
appropriated  annually,  to  not  only  provide  for  normal  playground 
maintenance  but  also  for  repairs  and  improvements  as  well. 

In  making  their  appropriation  for  the  1940  season,  the  voters 
should  consider  the  fact,  that  $295.50  in  fees  were  collected  at  the 
playground,  during  the  past  season  and  returned  to  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

As  a  Board,  we  recognized  the  need  of  a  supervisor  who  could 
promote  and  direct  athletic  activities  but  the  funds  at  our  dis- 
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posal  made  this  impossible,  if  we  were  to  carry  out  our  main  pro¬ 
gram: — namely,  to  keep  the  entire  playground  in  the  best  possible 
condition  during  its  season  of  use. 

To  the  Pierce  Trustees,  we  extend  our  thanks  for  their  assist¬ 
ance  and  co-operation.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  of  Middleboro: 

The  Planning  Board  is  gratified  to  note  a  mounting  public 
interest  in  at  least  half  of  its  long-term  recommendations 
reviewed  in  the  1937  Town  Report.  The  meetings  of  the  Board 
have  been  better  attended  than  for  many  years,  and  a  reasonable 
appropriation  this  year  should  insure  a  most  active  Board.  The 
Federation  meetings  have  been  attended,  with  much  interest  to 
the  Board.  We  especially  commend  the  Capital  Budget  study 
of  the  Winchester  Planning  Board,  and  offer  our  services  for  such 
a  study  here.  In  fact,  we  have  already  assembled  much  of  the 
basic  data. 

The  Town  has  at  last  taken  definite  action  toward  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  Parking  Space  somewhat  similar  to  that  which  we 
have  so  long  advocated.  Comparison  with  our  1931  report 
reveals  distinct  differences,  however.  Where  we  advocated  a 
space  built  by  vote  of  the  Town  but  paid  for  by  the  merchants 
(and  gave  legal  basis),  under  the  present  plan  the  Town  pays 
all  costs;  the  merchants  or  owners  not  only  pay  none,  but  receive 
rental  for  their  land  on  this  space  which  is  exclusively  for  their 
benefit. 

In  the  matter  of  zoning,  the  Selectmen  have  at  last  realized 
that  zoning  might  add  to  their  powers  and  at  the  same  time 
relieve  them  of  embarrassing  responsibilities  with  regard  to  filling 
station  and  other  licenses.  The  Planning  Board  welcomes  the 
opportunity  to  offer  further  services  to  the  Town  in  developing 
a  suitable  zoning  by-law.  The  one  which  the  Town  saw  fit  to 
reject  in  1933  was  one  of  low  first  cost,  but  left  much  to  be 
desired  as  a  permanent  arrangement.  We  trust  that  at  this  time 
the  Town  will  see  fit  to  spend  enough  to  do  the  job  right. 

The  Planning  Board  feels  that  it  should  again  call  attention 
to  its  many  recommendations  with  regard  to  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  present  move  toward  relining  the  standpipe  causes 
us  to  especially  urge  that  permanent  facilities  be  provided  at  the 
Pumping  Plant  for  operating  a  fire  engine  (or  more  than  one) 
in  parallel  with  the  high  service  pumps,  pumping  from  the  filtered- 
water  storage  (or,  in  emergency,  chlorinated  raw  water)  into  the 
distribution  system. 

While  it  would  be  most  desirable  that  the  townspeople  be 
constantly  reminded  of  the  past  suggestions  of  the  Planning 
Board,  we  hesitate  to  burden  the  Town  Report  with  an  annual 
summary.  We  refer  those  interested  to  the  Planning  Board 
report  in  the  1937  Town  Report.

Sixteen  thousand  two  hundred  feet  of  new  line  was  con¬ 
structed  on  Pine  and  France  Streets  to  serve  all  houses  not  being 
served,  the  last  house  now  being  served  by  another  company. 
Because  of  the  urgent  demands  for  the  Christmas  decorations  at 
that  time  it  was  deemed  best  to  stop  and  place  and  finish  the  line 
later  as  the  purpose  of  the  line  was  fulfilled. 

The  inducements  offered  by  the  Department  to  encourage  the 
efforts  of  home  owners  and  occupants  to  compete  in  Christmas 
decorating  were  considered  of  some  value,  as  29  applications  were 
filed  and  the  winners  awarded  credit  on  lighting  bills  and  electric 
appliances  to  be  purchased,  to  the  value  of  $135.00.  The  purpose 
of  this  offer,  namely  to  increase  the  sales  of  electricity,  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  reflected  in  this  year’s  sales  of  current. 

Much  research  and  engineering  work  has  been  done  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  value  of  adding  to  the  system  some 
capacitors,  so-called,  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  the  power  fac¬ 
tor,  or  in  effect  reduce  the  demand  charge  which  includes  losses 
we  are  now  penalized  for,  as  well  as  improve  the  general  voltage 
of  the  system.  Although  the  capacitors  will  make  a  saving  of  ap¬ 
proximately  $200.00  a  month,  it  would  be  to  further  advantage 
to  install  in  connection  an  automatic  voltage  regulator  at  the  sta¬ 
tion  to  maintain  a  constant  voltage  at  all  times  which  would  result 
in  increased  income.  Together  they  would  make  an  annual  sav¬ 
ing  of  approximately  $3500.  or  a  return  of  39%  on  the  invest¬ 
ment  which  means  that  three  years  saving  to  the  town  would  pay 
for  the  full  investment,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  to 
secure  the  above  results  both  the  capacitors  and  regulators  should 
be  installed. 

During  the  last  part  of  the  year  a  thorough  survey  was  made 
of  conditions  existing  on  the  underground  installed  in  1927.  As 
a  result  it  was  found  that  the  connected  load  on  the  underground 
system  had  increased  115  percent,  with  no  increase  in  transformer 
capacity. 

In  November  one  50  K.  V.  A.  transfomer  was  installed  at 
Centre  &  School  St.  vault  and  permanently  connected  to  the  net 
work  but  still  leaves  the  transformer  capacity  only  about  fifty  per¬ 
cent  of  the  connected  load.  A  37 1  K.  V.  A.  transformer  was  tem¬ 
porarily  placed  in  the  vault  at  four  corners  and  connected  to  sys¬ 
tem  to  relieve  the  one  there  of  part  of  the  holiday  season’s  de¬ 
mand. 

In  lighting  the  Town  House,  High,  Union  St.,  School  St. 
Schools,  tree  on  Bates  School  lot,  three  trees  on  hospital  lot  and 
tree  at  John  Glass  Jr.  Square,  there  were  used  5998.5  K.  W.  H. 

Nine  miles  of  High  Tension  (22000  volt)  line  were  completed 
and  connected  so  that  full  time  service  commenced  with  Tremont 
Sub-station  on  September  1st.  The  service  has  been  good  and  no 
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efforts  spared  by  the  selling  companies  to  cooperate  in  every  way 
so  that  the  best  results  may  be  obtained  from  this  new  hookup. 

Because  of  the  unexpected  delay  in  completing  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  High  Tension  Line,  we  wish  it  known  that  we  appreci¬ 
ate  the  tolerance  of  the  Plymouth  County  Electric  Company  and 
the  continuing  of  the  service  from  the  Brockton  Edison  Company 
after  their  contract  had  expired. 

Additional  street  lights  have  been  added  on  West  and  Jack- 
son  Streets. 

Would  recommend  the  following  for  your  consideration: 

Item  1.  The  immediate  installation  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  capacitors  to  raise  the  Power  Factor  to  well  above  90. 

Item  2.  In  connection  and  in  addition  to  the  above  such 
voltage  regulator  or  regulators  that  would  maintain  a  constant 
voltage. 

Item  3.  Replacement  of  the  50  K.  V.  A.  transformer  at  the 
four  corners  with  one  of  100  K.  V.  A.  capacity. 

Item  4.  That  an  underground  system  be  installed  on  Nicker¬ 
son  Avenue  from  South  Main  to  Union  Streets.  This  would  not 
only  improve  the  appearance  of  the  avenue,  but  would  provide  a 
remedy  for  existing  conditions  now  so  unsatisfactory  and  danger¬ 
ous  at  the  Town  House. 

Item  5.  Considering  the  addition  of  transforming  capacity 
at  the  Electric  Station  for  the  following  reasons.  The  capacity  of 
the  three  there  now  is  1500  K.  V.  A.  The  December  load  was 
1540  K.  V.  A. 

Although  if  and  when  Item  1  is  carried  out  a  certain  capacity 
of  present  transformers  is  relieved,  should  even  one  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  ones  become  inoperative  for  any  cause,  the  remaining  two 
would  not  have  sufficient  capacity  to  take  care  of  the  present 
load,  and  as  a  load  curve  shows  an  approximate  growth  of  ten  per¬ 
cent  each  year,  it  becomes  evident  that  in  the  near  future  some 
action  must  be  taken  to  be  able  to  maintain  continuity  of  service 
where  the  responsibility  is  so  great  on  the  part  of  the  town. 

Item  6.  The  painting  of  the  gas  holder.  No  signs  of  pitting 
are  now  visible  but  in  order  to  prevent  erosion,  it  should  be 
painted  this  year. 

Item  7.  The  placing  underground  of  the  remainder  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  signal  wires  now  on  poles  on  Centre  Street  and  Ware- 
ham  Street,  estimated  cost  of  which  will  be  available  upon  receipt 
of  present  cost  of  materials.  Perhaps  this  in  conjunction  with 
some  lighting  underground,  and  the  removal  of  old  cables  on 
Wareham  Street,  could  be  made  a  P.  W.  A.  project  or  associated 
with  other  P.  W.  A.  or  W.  P.  A.  projects. 

Item  8.  The  addition  of  a  third  wire  from  Wareham  and 
Benton  Streets  to  Lakeville. 

At  the  time  the  Wareham  Street  underground  was  installed,  a 
third  wire  was  installed  in  the  underground  to  Benton  Street  with 
this  in  view. 
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In  closing  we  wish  to  assure  you  that  this  department  will 
continue  to  serve  the  Town  to  the  best  of  our  ability.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

I  herewith  present  the  annual  report  of  the  schools  of  the 
Town  of  Middleboro  and  my  thirteenth  as  Superintendent  of  these 
schools. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  only  two  changes  in  the 
teaching  force  of  our  schools.  Each  of  these  vacancies  were 
filled  by  teachers  of  experience. 

While  many  towns  and  cities  have  suffered  a  loss  in  numbers 
entering  the  first  grade,  we  have  not  as  yet  experienced  any 
marked  decrease.  The  enrollment  in  our  schools  has  remained  at 
practically  the  same  figure  for  the  past  five  years. 

Repairs  at  Bates  School 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  September  fifth,  a  sum 
of  $5,000  was  appropriated  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  at  the 
Bates  School.  Work  was  started  immediately  and  the  opening  of 
the  school  was  delayed  only  a  few  days  due  to  the  cooperation  of 
the  contractors. 

The  heater,  formerly  situated  in  the  center  of  the  basement, 
was  moved  into  the  room  in  the  northeast  corner.  All  openings 
in  this  room  were  closed  and  the  room  made  fireproof.  All  door¬ 
ways  on  this  floor  were  fitted  with  automatic  fire  doors.  Smoke 
screens  were  erected  in  the  first  and  second  floor  corridors  and 
connecting  doors  cut  between  rooms  on  the  first  floor.  Some  new 
heating  units  and  new  mains  and  returns  were  installed. 

The  building  is  now  as  safe  as  possible  and  has  the  approval 
of  the  state  building  inspector.  It  was  hoped  that  an  oil  burner 
might  be  installed  under  this  appropriation  but  this,  as  yet,  has 
not  been  done. 


Closing  of  Purchade  School 

The  steadily  decreasing  membership  of  the  Purchade  School 
led  to  the  closing  of  that  school  in  June  of  this  year.  All  children 
from  this  school  are  now  transported  to  the  new  building  where 
they  are  assimilated  in  the  regular  grades.  Since  transportation 
routes  were  already  in  existence  and  serving  this  section  no  ad¬ 
ditional  expense  for  transportation  was  necessary  and  these  chil¬ 
dren  are  receiving  all  the  educational  advantages  of  a  modern, 
graded  school. 

Improvements  in  Suburban  Schools 

During  the  year  electric  lights  have  been  installed  and  a  well 
dug  to  provide  drinking  water  at  the  Thomastown  School ;  a  new 
ceiling  placed  in  the  Soule  School ;  and  new  toilets  erected  at  the 
South  Middleboro  School.  Many  more  major  repairs  are  advisable 
in  our  suburban  schools  but  the  lack  of  sufficient  funds  has  caused 
continued  postponement.-  •  . 
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Music  Department 

An  innovation  was  started  this  year  in  our  Music  department 
with  the  organization  of  a  Beginners’  Band  at  the  School  Street 
School.  At  present  this  group  of  young  musicians  numbers  forty- 
two.  Mr.  Churchill,  Supervisor  of  Music,  conducts  these  instru¬ 
mental  classes  at  no  cost  to  the  children.  It  is  planned  to  organ¬ 
ize  a  similar  Junior  Band  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September 
in  the  Bates  School.  This  should,  in  conjunction  with  the  three 
school  orchestras,  provide  a  well  balanced  instrumental  program. 

Civic  Service 

I  should  like  to  call  attention  through  this  medium  to  the  ex¬ 
cellent  spirit  and  cooperation  displayed  by  the  children,  teachers, 
and  parents  during  the  holiday  season. 

At  Thanksgiving  the  children  of  the  first  eight  grades  by  their 
generous  contributions  of  vegetables,  jellies,  fruits,  and  candies, 
made  it  possible  to  provide  twenty-four  families  with  dinner  bas¬ 
kets. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Community  Service  Committee  of  the 
Cabot  Club  the  children  of  our  schools  brought  in  hundreds  of  dis¬ 
carded,  broken  toys  and  dolls.  These  were  repaired  and  recon¬ 
ditioned  by  our  local  fire  department  members  and  distributed  at 
Christmas  time  thereby  bringing  joy  to  the  hearts  of  many  of 
those  less  fortunate  children  whom  “Santa  might  forget.” 

The  Memorial  High  School,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Junior  Red  Cross  and  the  Student  Body,  deserve  special  com¬ 
mendation  for  the  splendid  community  service  rendered  at  Christ¬ 
mas  when  each  of  fifteen  homerooms  presented  a  bounteous 
Christmas  dinner  with  all  the  “fixings”  to  some  deserving  family. 
The  number  of  persons  in  the  fifteen  families  to  whom  these  bas¬ 
kets  were  delivered  totaled  one  hundred  and  sixteen. 

Through  these  practical  examples  of  sharing  one’s  blessings 
with  others  many  lessons  of  civic  and  community  service  are  forc¬ 
ibly  brought  to  the  attention  of  our  school  children. 

Under  this  heading  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Middleboro 
Teachers’  Association  for  the  great  amount  of  child  welfare  work 
done  each  year.  The  funds  of  this  Association  are  used  almost 
entirely  for  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations,  eye  glasses,  and  cloth¬ 
ing  for  needy  school  children.  One  hundred  percent  of  the  teach¬ 
ers  of  the  town  are  members  and  share  in  this  valuable  service. 

Departmental  Reports 

Let  me  urge  all  to  read  the  appended  reports  of  the  different 
department  heads.  These  reports  cover  in  detail  the  work  in  their 
particular  field  and  only  by  proper  consideration  of  these  parts 
may  we  obtain  a  true  picture  of  the  whole. 

To  all  who  have  worked  so  faithfully  in  continuing  the  ad¬ 
vance  in  education  in  Middleboro,  may  I  extend  my  sincere  ap¬ 
preciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

December  22,  1939. 

Mr.  J.  Stearns  Cushing,

Dear  Sir: 

The  following  is  my  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Memo¬ 
rial  High  School. 

The  enrollment  of  564  pupils,  nine  less  than  last  year,  shows 
an  increase  of  twenty-nine  local  pupils  over  last  year.  An  inter¬ 
esting  feature  of  the  enrollment  is  that  the  number  of  boys 
exceeds  the  number  of  girls.  There  are  generally  from  thirty  to 
fifty  more  girls  than  boys. 

According  to  the  last  report  secured,  thirty  out  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  one  of  the  class  of  1939,  are  gainfully  employed.  It  is 
significant  that  few  are  getting  started  in  any  technical  field 
requiring  skilled  training,  except  in  business.  The  forty-six  who 
are  in  school  and  the  thirty  employed  leave  only  twenty-five  out 
of  employment. 

The  Curriculum 

The  most  constructive  change  in  the  program  of  studies  has 
been  in  the  introduction  of  classes  in  physical  education  for  all 
freshmen.  Each  pupil  in  the  ninth  year  has  two  periods  a  week 
devoted  to  the  health  program.  Health  talks,  moving  pictures, 
and  demonstrations  will  supplement  the  gymnasium  work. 

Tests  of  physical  fitness  have  been  given  so  that  the  directors 
may  limit  the  amount  of  work  to  the  strength  of  the  pupil.  These 
tests  will  be  given  again  later  in  the  year  so  that  a  pupil  may 
measure  his  progress  in  developing  physical  fitness.  The  work  in 
physical  education  has  been  seriously  handicapped  by  the  lack  of 
lockers  and  locker  space.  The  classes  are  large  and  equipment  is 
lacking.  In  spite  of  these  handicaps,  a  very  constructive  program 
is  being  formulated.  There  is  ample  space  in  the  basement  if 
another  room  could  be  finished. 

A  unit  on  automobile  safety  has  been  incorporated  in  the 
course  in  sociology.  When  completely  developed,  instruction  in 
this  vital  subject  will  be  made  available  to  all  pupils.  The  training 
is  given  with  the  cooperation  and  approval  of  the  Registrar  of 
Motor  Vehicles.  All  who  pass  the  course  will  be  allowed  to 
become  licensed  drivers  by  passing  the  road  test. 

The  two  greatest  curricular  needs  at  present  are:  (1),  for 
the  provision  of  instruction  of  pupils  interested  in  practical  work, 
both  boys  and  girls,  and  (2),  for  the  provision  of  instruction  of 
handicapped  pupils  who  should  have  teaching  to  meet  their  sev¬ 
eral  needs. 

Since  the  law  requires  pupils  to  stay  in  school  until  they  are 
sixteen,  instruction  to  suit  their  needs  should  be  provided.  The 
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present  situation  in  which  all  pupils  are  required  to  pursue  aca¬ 
demic  instruction,  does  not  give  more  than  one  half  of  them  the 
training  most  valuable.  More  serious  still  is  the  loss  of  confidence 
in  themselves  and  the  unhappiness  resulting  when  pupils  are 
forced  into  work  for  which  they  have  little  talent  and  hence  little 
interest. 


The  curriculum  building  in  recent  years,  coupled  with  the 
increased  attention  given  to  the  needs  of  individual  pupils,  has 
enabled  the  school  to  improve  steadily  the  service  it  has  rendered 
to  the  children  in  the  community.  This  is  shown  by  a  steady 
reduction,  year  by  year,  in  the  percentage  of  pupils  failing  to  be 
promoted. 


For  the  past  four  years,  the  percentage  of  those  in  school 
at  the  end  of  the  year  (June)  who  have  failed  to  be  promoted  has 
been  steadily  reduced.

This  fact  becomes  even  more  significant  when  it  is  also  shown 
that  for  the  same  period  the  percentage  of  pupils  enrolled  during 
the  year  who  left  during  the  same  school  year  has  also  been 
reduced  correspondingly.

(These  figures  do  not  include  the  pupils  in  any  of  the  three 
lower  classes  who  failed  to  return  to  school  in  September  of  any 
year.) 

The  degree  to  which  the  school  has  served  its  members  has  in¬ 
creased  almost  fifty  per  cent  in  terms  of  holding  power  and  more 
than  that  in  terms  of  promotions.  The  results  of  standardized  tests, 
and  the  records  of  the  increased  number  of  pupils  in  higher 
schools,  give  evidence  of  the  fact  that  the  quality  of  achievement 
required  has  not  been  lowered  to  promote  more  pupils  nor  to 
keep  them  in  school. 


Instruction  and  Supervision 

During  the  past  summer,  six  teachers  attended  summer  ses¬ 
sions.  They  were  Miss  Erickson  and  Mr.  Hyman  at  Harvard,  Miss 
Whitty  at  Boston  University,  Mr.  Maynard  at  Bates  College,  and 
Miss  Clutton  and  Miss  Merselis  at  the  New  Jersey  State  Teachers 
College  at  Montclair.  Mr.  Farley  is  taking  a  course  in  guidance 
each  Saturday  at  Boston  University,  and  Miss  Erickson  is  con¬ 
tinuing  her  study  at  the  Harvard  School  of  Education  with  a 
course  in  Statistics. 

More  attention  than  ever  before  is  being  given  to  guidance 
and  orientation,  particularly  for  those  in  the  freshman  class. 
Mr.  Farley,  as  adviser  to  that  class,  has  planned  assembly  pro¬ 
grams  for  freshmen  with  talks  and  moving  pictures.  On  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day,  the  home-room  teachers  conduct  meetings  in  their 
respective  rooms  for  discussion  of  the  assembly  topic.  Mr.  Farley 
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has  a  similar  program  planned  for  the  seniors  in  the  spring  to 
assist  them  in  learning  how  to  select  higher  schools  or  to  apply 
for  positions. 

As  principal  anl  supervisor  I  have  visited  classes  for  substan¬ 
tial  periods  one  hundred  and  forty-four  times  in  the  seventy-three 
days  of  school  since  September,  visiting  every  class  at  least  once 
and  every  different  teacher  from  five  to  ten  times.  In  addition 
to  these  visits,  I  have  frequently  visited  home  rooms,  study  halls, 
and  class  rooms  for  shorter  periods. 

Conferences  with  teachers  have  been  held  to  work  out  the 
solutions  of  class  problems  and  to  plan  new  work. 

Since  early  in  November  Miss  Barbara  Freeman,  a  training 
teacher  from  the  Bridgewater  State  Teachers  College,  has  been 
doing  practice  work  in  the  fields  of  English  and  physical  education. 
Miss  Freeman  has  been  very  helpful,  particularly  in  assisting  in 
the  handling  of  a  special  class  in  remedial  English  for  freshmen. 

Two  honor  study  rooms  have  been  organized  under  the  control 
of  pupil  officers  elected  by  the  respective  groups.  The  traffic 
squad  continues  to  supervise  the  corridors  before  school,  during 
the  lunch  period,  and  at  assembly  time.  These  opportunities  to 
practice,  under  guidance,  the  principles  of  self-government  have 
been  shown  to  have  value. 

School  Activities 

The  Junior  Red  Cross,  the  one  organization  in  school  which 
is  primarily  a  service  club,  has  been  very  active  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Mrs.  Brawn.  The  members  have  made  and  filled  Christmas 
bags  for  soldiers  in  hospitals,  have  had  a  float  in  the  Armistice 
Day  parade,  collected  a  huge  box  of  presents  for  children  at  the 
Lakeville  Sanitorium,  and  cooperated  with  the  Student  Council  in 
sponsoring  the  providing  of  complete  Christmas  dinners  for  fifteen 
needy  families  with  a  gift  for  each  member  of  the  family. 

Athletic  competition  has  been  carried  on  successfully  with 
players  receiving  proper  care  from  the  coaches  and  athletic  direc¬ 
tor. 

An  assembly  program  has  been  planned  for  each  Thursday 
under  the  direction  of  a  joint  committee  of  pupils  and  teachers 
with  Miss  Chase  as  sponsor. .  The  programs  have  been  of  excep¬ 
tionally  good  quality.  Several  plays  have  been  especially  well 
done  under  Miss  Clutton’s  coaching. 

School  parties  have  been  conducted  once  each  month  with 
parents  present  as  sponsors,  and  well  planned  programs  of  games 
and  entertainment.  These  social  affairs  are  planned  and  super¬ 
vised  by  a  joint  committee  of  teachers  and  pupils  with  Miss 
Clutton  as  sponsor.  <■ 


Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  repairs  needed  have  already  been  enumerated  in  a  recent 
letter  to  you.  It  may  be  sufficient  to  state  here  that  there  is 
considerable  to  be  done  if  the  building  is  to  be  protected  from 
damage  by  the  elements,  and  if  the  welfare  of  the  pupils  is  to  be 
safeguarded  as  it  should  be. 
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Conclusion 

The  needs  for  equipment  for  physical  education  and  for  a 
program  of  instruction  in  home  economics  and  agriculture  or 
general  shop  are  so  urgent  that  it  would  seem  almost  unnecessary 
to  make  any  brief  for  their  support. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  Middleboro  has  been  unable  to  provide 
the  type  of  training  that  would  be  so  helpful  to  more  than  half 
of  the  pupils  who  enter  high  school  each  year.  It  is  earnestly 
recommended  that  some  plan  be  formulated  which  will  be  within 
the  means  of  the  community,  to  make  a  beginning  in  the  securing 
of  equipment  needed  for  the  teaching  of  special  subjects.

4.  Reactors  who  have  definite  malnutrition. 

5.  Children  who  are  definitely  undernourished  and  under¬ 
weight. 

The  above  classification  should  be  regarded  as  the  basis  for 
selecting  the  preferred  group  of  children  but  should  not  exclude 
other  children  who  are  in  need  of  Camp  care.

Dear  Sir : 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  an  examination  of  all  the 
pupils  was  made  with  the  assistance  of  our  efficient  Public  Health 
and  School  Nurse,  Miss  Pasztor,  who,  as  any  defects  were  noted 
made  a  record  which  later  was  forwarded  to  the  parents  so  that 
they  could  have  the  children  re-examined  and  treated  by  their  own 
physician  if  considered  necessary. 

At  various  times  through  the  year  all  pupils  participating  in 
any  athletic  contest  have  been  examined  by  me  and  later  advised 
by  our  athletic  instructor  as  to  the  extent  or  degree  each  pup 
should  continue  in  his  chosen  field. 

Every  year  there  is  a  general  health  improvement  in  our 
pupils,  proving  the  fruits  of  all  the  efforts  and  advice  given  by 
teachers,  school  nurse,  lectures,  and  clinics. 

The  Pre-School  Clinic  is  worth  while  and  parents  of  children 
about  to  enter  school  should  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity 
of  inspection  and  check-up  so  that  if  any  faults  are  discovered 
they  may  be  corrected  and  the  child  on  entering  school  will  be  in 

the  best  of  health. 

I  have  been  in  attendance  at  the  Diphtheria  Clinic  *°r  Jre" 
School  children  for  nine  years.  During  this  period  1548 1  children 
below  six  years  of  age  have  been  immunized  against  this  disease. 
The  absence  of  diphtheria  in  the  town  has  shown  the  great  value 
of  this  protection.

Dear  Mr.  Cushing: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Supervisor  of 
Music  in  the  schools  of  Middleboro,  Mass. 

Many  years  ago  William  Byrd  wrote: 

“Since  singing  is  so  good  a  thing 
I  wish  all  men  would  learn  to  sing.” 

Little  did  William  Byrd  realize  that  in  years  to  come,  all  men 
would  be  given  the  opportunity  to  learn  to  sing  and  that  the 
interest  in  the  art  would  become  such  a  vital  part  of  our  lives. 
He  realized  that  singing  would  aid  in  developing  brain  power, 
concentration,  keenness  and  accuracy. 

Starting  with  the  first  grade,  our  vocal  work  is  endeavoring 
to  instill  in  the  children  a  love  of  good  music  by  actual  participa¬ 
tion  in  it.  Many  children  enter  the  first  grade  unable  to  compre¬ 
hend  how  a  musical  tone  is  made.  Treatment  by  the  room  teacher 
under  the  direction  of  the  music  supervisor  generally  develops  the 
ability  of  the  child  so  that  he  is  able  to  sing  very  well  with  the 
class. 

A  course  of  study  has  been  made  and  each  teacher  supplied 
with  the  requirements  of  her  grade.  In  this  way  all  pupils  are 
receiving  a  step  by  step  development  in  note  reading,  time  prob¬ 
lems,  and  other  necessary  technical  instruction  which  will  enable 
the  child  to  read  music  without  the  assistance  of  the  teacher. 
Tone  work,  interpretation  and  individual  singing  are  also  being 
stressed. 

The  vocal  music  in  the  Junior  High  School  is  continuing  as  in 
the  past.  The  eighth  grade  has  been  supplied  with  a  music  book 
and  I  am  sure  they  are  very  grateful  for  it.  Some  of  the  songs 
which  will  be  heard  in  the  forthcoming  operetta  have  been  taken 
from  the  new  song  book.  The  Junior  High  School  Choir,  which 
was  organized  last  year,  continues  to  interest  a  large  number  of 
girls  and  boys.  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Burkland  and  the  music  teachers  for  their  support  in  the  music 
program. 

At  the  High  School,  the  girls’  and  boys’  glee  clubs  have  been 
organized  and  music  is  being  practiced  for  the  spring  concert. 
A  minstrel  show  was  staged  by  the  boys’  glee  club  which  was 
enjoyed  by  a  large  and  appreciative  audience.  I  wish  to  thank 
Mr.  Alger  and  those  of  the  High  School  faculty  who  were  very 
helpful  in  making  this  entertainment  a  success. 

In  the  instrumental  department,  progress  is  being  made  with 
a  beginners  band  at  the  School  Street  School,  which  was  started 
this  fall.  Most  of  the  children,  about  forty  in  number,  took  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the- plan  whereby  they  rented  the  instrument  of  their 
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choice  for  a  period  of  three  months.  At  the  end  of  the  rental 
period  those  children  who  have  been  successful  will  probably 
purchase  the  instrument,  while  those  who  have  failed  will  return, 
the  instrument  to  the  owner.  This  band  meets  with  me  on  Monday 
mornings  and  sectional  rehearsals  are  held  when  opportunity  pre¬ 
sents  itself.  The  orchestra  has  resumed  rehearsals  and,  as  usual, 
we  are  very  much  in  need  of  more  violin  and  cello  players.  I  have 
made  an  intensive  drive,  endeavoring  to  interest  pupils  in  the 
study  of  a  stringed  instrument,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
Mrs.  Belmont  has  a  much  larger  class  than  last  year. 

The  orchestra  at  Bates  Junior  High  School  is  practicing  every 
Tuesday  for  one  hour,  after  school.  The  instrumentation  is  better 
balanced  this  year,  consisting  of  10  violins,  1  cello,  3  flutes,  2 
clarinets,  2  alto  saxophones,  6  trumpets,  3  trombones,  1  French 
horn,  drums  and  piano. 

Mr.  Walter  Weeman  is  directing  the  School  Band  and  has 
made  several  public  appearances  since  school  opened  in  Septem¬ 
ber.  If  possible,  I  hope  to  see  the  band  take  part  in  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  State  Music  Festival  next  May.  Rehearsals  of  the  band  are 
held  at  the  High  School  every  Monday  evening.  The  High  School 
orchestra  meets  every  Thursday  morning  during  school  for  one 
hour.  I  am  very  grateful  for  this  opportunity  to  practice  during 
the  school  day  and  wish  to  thank  Mr.  March  for  his  continued 
cooperation  and  assistance. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  know  the  public  appearances  made 
by  school  organizations  during  the  past  year.  The  High  School 
orchestra  played  for  Cabot  Club  play,  Senior  play,  Spring  concert: 
School  Band,  concert  and  Tabor  Academy  commencement;  oper¬ 
etta,  Parent  Teachers’  Association,  Bates  -  choir  at  Mayflower 
School  festival  and  for  the  Cabot  Club;  School  Street  School 
orchestra  for  Claire  Tree  Major  players,  and  Parents’  night; 
High  School  glee  clubs  in  concert  and  minstrel  show;  Parents’ 
night  at  Union  Street  School. 

In  closing  this  report  allow  me  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  you,  the  principals  and  all  teachers  for  their  splendid  cooper¬ 
ative  spirit.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  22,  1939. 

The  key  to  our  course  of  study  in  art  is  a  broad  but  clear 
definition  of  the  word  “art”  and  a  focusing  upon  that  which  will, 
in  the  end,  bring  about  the  desired  result  of  our  efforts — the 
training  of  our  young  people  that  they  may  take  their  places  in 
life  better  equipped  to  improve  their  environment  and  the  nation’s 
output.  Artists  and  artisans  who  will  pride  themselves  on  the 
beauty  and  quality  of  their  work,  no  matter  how  humble,  will 
bring  about  homes  with  better  arrangements,  more  artistic  inte¬ 
riors,  and  exteriors;  manufactured  goods  and  crafts  noted  for 
excellence  of  workmanship  and  design;  in  the  end,  a  people  more 
cultured  and  fine,  less  commonly  commercial. 

To  follow  out  these  ideas,  a  plan  was  thought  out  and  used. 
The  real  test  of  this  plan  was  the  interest  stimulated  and  held, 
that  real  creative  power  was  set  in  motion,  that  individual  and 
collective  progress  was  made.  The  most  successful  plans  were 
where  consideration  was  for  a  close  correlation  with  other  sub¬ 
jects. 

The  following  plan  of  procedure  was  offered,  suggested  by 
this  definition  of  art:  Art  is  that  skill,  knowledge,  taste,  and 
judgment  displayed  in  man’s  adaptations  of  nature’s  gift  to  his 
need.  Very  naturally  our  outline  was  planned  into  three  large 
divisions,  which  gave  us  topics  for  study,  analysis,  discussions,  and 
drawings:  (1)  Nature’s  Gifts  ...  (2)  Man’s  adaptation  of  Nature’s 
Gifts  to  his  own  practical  uses;  (3)  Man’s  adaptation  of  Nature’s 
Gifts  to  satisfy,  not  only  his  needs,  but  also  his  aesthetic  taste. 
This  third  division,  it  will  be  readily  seen,  offered  the  fullest 
development  of  our  subject.  From  divisions  1  and  2  were  chosen 
topics  and  problems  from  which  to  develop  representative  and 
illustrative  work,  and  division  3  gave  us  art  appreciation,  design, 
and  color. 

Each  teacher  had  a  complete  course  of  study  based  on  the 
above  outline.  The  same  principles  have  been  carried  along  in 
more  advanced  stages  -in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School 
classes. 

A  new  course,  “People  and  Art,”  was  introduced  in  the  sev¬ 
enth  grade  this  year.  All  boys  and  girls  have  a  desire  for  beauty 
that  makes  them  delight  in  ornamenting  and  decorating  them¬ 
selves.  This  is  at  its  height  at  Junior  High  School  age,  and  if  not 
guided,  may  produce  unhappy  results.  At  this  period  young 
people  often  prefer  gaudy  decorations,  cheap  ornaments,  and  loud 
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ties,  and  show  other  signs  of  poor  judgment  in  dress.  This  desire 
to  dress  attractively  is  natural.  Boys  and  girls  want  to  be 
noticed,  and  want  to  be  attractive,  but  most  junior  high  school 
pupils  have  not  had  adequate  training  to  enable  them  to  secure 
pleasing  results.  Therefore,  this  new  course,  “People  and  Art,” 
has  been  offered  at  a  most  helpful  age  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

The  operetta  given  by  Bates  School  boys  and  girls,  last 
February,  gave  the  art  department  an  excellent  opportunity  to 
demonstrate  in .  a  practical  way  the  principles  taught  in  art  in 
designing  costumes  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

At  the  May  Festival,  held  at  Union  Street  School,  the  art 
department  helped  in  designing  and  making  colorful  costumes  for 
the  boys  and  girls. 

0 

The  art  department  has  helped  in  making  posters  for  enter¬ 
tainments,  stage  decorations  for  school  socials,  place  cards  for  the 
senior  banquet,  illustrations  and  department  headings  for  the 
Sachem,  and  decorations  of  all  kinds  for  the  many  school  and 
community  activities  throughout  the  year. 

During  May  and  June  art  exhibitions  were  held  at  all  the 
schools  throughout  the  town.  Each  grade  had  a  particular  motif 
carried  out  in  a  variety  of  methods.  The  Bates  School  art 
exhibition  consisted  of  over  350  pieces  of  work,  all  excellently  done 
and  beautiful  in  color. 

The  High  School  art  exhibition  attracted  a  large  number  of 
visitors.  The  exhibit,  one  of  the  most  colorful  and  varied  seen 
at  the  school,  introduced  several  new  phases  of  drawing,  including 
frescol  painting  and  finger  painting.  A  special  feature  was  the 
display  of  some  150  silhouettes,  each  representing  a  member  of 
the  classes.  Six  large  panels  painted  by  art  students  lined  the 
stage  of  the  auditorium.  Many  students  were  engaged  during  the 
exhibit  in  demonstrating  the  work.  A  novel  feature  was  a  set  of 
24  cartoons  illustrating  “Macbeth.”  Also  on  display  was  an 
interior  decoration  problem  worked  out  with  furniture  and  wall¬ 
paper.  Other  work  included  designs,  lettering,  chalk  drawings, 
water  color  work,  mechanical  drawings,  and  costume  designs.  The 
entire  auditorium  was  transformed  into  a  veritable  art  gallery, 
showing  over  1000  pieces  in  both  the  fine  and  industrial  arts. 

The  displays  brought  widespread  publicity  and  recognition 
to  the  progressive  methods  of  art  as  taught  in  our  schools.  In 
fact,  so  much  interest  was  aroused  in  other  public  school  systems 
that  requests  for  outlines  and  drawings  from  our  art  department 
have  been  received. 

I  wish  to  express  that  I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  encour¬ 
agement  and  assistance  rendered  by  the  School  Committee,  Super¬ 
intendent,  Principals  and  teachers,  who  always  have  been  ready 
and  willing  to  help.  The  continued  success  we  enjoy  in  the  art 
department  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  their  cooperation.
